DETAILED ACTION 



1 . This office action is in response to the amendment field on March 23, 2005. 

2. Claims 1-3, 10, 20-22, 29 and 39 canceled. Claims 4-6, 8, 12-13, 19, 23-25, 27, 
31-32 and 38 are amended. Claims 4-9, 11-19, 23-28 and 30-38 are presented. 
Dependent claims of the application to properly depend from either previously allowed 
Claim 1 1 or allowed Claim 30. 



4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Claims 1 1 and 30 identify distinct feature, the computer system and method for 
retrieving and displaying SMBIOS data relating to the configuration and component of a 
computing system to a user via a display terminal. The closest prior art Schaefer et al 
(U.S. Patent No. 6,629,192) and/or Seki et al (U.S. Patent No. 5,504,922) disclose for 
database of SMBIOS structures containing data related to the configuration of the 
computing system and components of the computing system, utility, which in response

Claims 4-9, 11-19, 23-28 and 30-38 are allowed. 



Reason For Indicating Allowable Subject Matter 
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to commands from a user, retrieves data from the database and displays the data on 
the display terminal, and template file separate from the utility, containing information for 
interpreting and displaying the SMBIOS data retrieved by the utility from the database, 
wherein the template file eliminates the requirement that the information for interpreting 
and displaying the data stored in the database be contained in the utility.
